Sec.  1.  Be  %'■  enadcdhj  the  Governor  and  LeMslative 
Three  thous-  'A^semJ/hj  of  the  Territory  <f  Utah,  That  the  sum  of  three 
"ro  riaied*  ^"^  thousand  dollars,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropria- 
ted out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Tieasury,  not  otherwise 
appropiuited,  to  be  expended  by  and  under  the  direction 
of  ihe  Territoriil  Commissioner,  for  the  erection  of  a 
good  and  i-ubstanrial  bridge  across  the  river  Jordan,  on 
North  Temple  siieet. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioner  to 
go  forthwith,  and  make  pieparations  to  put  up  said 
bridge.

Regnlatins  thn  mode  of  procedure  in  civil  cases  in  the  Courts 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  tie  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  all  ilie  Courts  of 
thi.*^  Territory  shall  have  law  and  equity  juiisdiction  in 
civil  cases,  and  the  mode  of  procedure  shall  be  uniform 
in  fa'd  Courts. 

Sec.  2.  Any  persons  scel<ing  redress,  shall  make  his 
complaint  in  writin■^^  and  under  oath,  before  the  Justice 
or  Judge  of  the  proper  Cuurt. 


.  ,   Sec.  3.     When  a  comphintis  filed,  the  Court  shall  is- J{^J^'"j«  "^ Oo* 
^ue  to  thedefendrint,  a  no.ici;coi!ta:ni;ig  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint, and  the  linie  and  place  for  the  investigation  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  notice,  or  any  process  required  before 
trial,  may  be  served  by  the  party,  or  ay-eni,  by  reading  ^'^rv^fc  '-^f  n- 
the  same  to  the  person  to  Avhom  directed,  or  by  leaving 
a  certified  copy  theieof  at  his  usual  place  ot  abode;  and 
■certification  of  the  lime  and  manner  of  such  service  shall 
be  made  to  the  Court,  on  or  before  the  day  of  trial,  un- 
der oath,  and  in  wriiing-,  signed  by  the  party  serving. 

Sec.   5.     At  the  time  named  for  trial,  if  li.her  or  both  J;"^"!,'/"''-''  ^'^ 
parties  be  absent,  or  if  present,  either  party,  having  used 
due  diligence,  is  ro'.  ready  for  trial,  the  Court  may  ad- 
journ the  case,  or  proceed,   as  justice  shall  require;  and

Sec.   6.     The  defendant  shall  file  his  answer  in   writ-  Answer.

the   plaint'tf    shall  then  introduce   his  evidence,   which

For  extra  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  Hon.  Z.  Snow,  Asseciate  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  for  Utah  Territoiy. 

To  the  Honorahle,   the  Senate   and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Con  - 

(iress  Assembled : 

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  represent  unto  your  honorable  bodies, 
that  owing  to  the  wanton  departure  from  their  duties  of  the  officers 
originally  appointed  for  this  Territory,  it  becomes  indispensibly  ne- 
cessary to  insure  good  order,  promote  the  peace  and  happiness  of  so- 
ciety, and  secure  the  protection  of  public  and  private  rights,  for  the 
Legislative  Assembly  to  pass  an  Act  requiring  the  Hon.  Z.  Snow  to 
attend  to  all  the  Judicial  business  in  the  three  Districts.  This  law 
was  enacted,  and  will  be  found  in  our  Statutes  already  certified  to 
the  creneral  government. 

Upon  these  duties  he  cheerfully  entered;  and  though  he 
bj  the  Act  was  required  to  perform  the  duties,  contemplated  by  Con- 
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-l^rcss,  to  be  performed  by  the  whole  three  Judges;  yet  he,  owing  to 
the  quiet  and  peaceable  demeanor  ot  intelligent  Constituent?)  has  been 
able  to  perform  them  successfully,  and  we  are  happy  to  say  to  our 
■entire  satisfaction.  To  perform  these  duties,  he  has  been  put  to 
great  trouble  and  expense,  which  under  different  circumstances  he 
would  not  have  incurred. 

To  enable  your  honors  to  form  a  correct  idea  of  the  additional 
duties  performed  by  him,  we  call  your  attention  to  fact?  of  which 
we  think  you  must  have  a  general  if  not  a  minute  knowledge.  With 
us  California  prices  in  relation  to  every  thing  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  family  prevail,  and  for  this  reason,  his  salary  is  not  suffi- 
cient for  an  honorable  support.  Our  most  Northerly  settlement  is 
near  the  Oregon  line,  and  our  most  Southerly  one  is  near  the  rira  of  the 
Basin,  a  distance  between  the  extremes  of  about  three  hundred  and 
fifty  miles.  Along  this  line  our  most  hardy  aed  patriotic  constitu- 
ents have  formed  compact  settlements,  in  such  locations  as  in  their 
opinion  ^.fforded  the  best  means  of  self  protection,  and  of  obtaining 
the  necessaries    of  life. 

Near  one  half  of  this  distance  is  over  a  country  inhabited  by  none 
but  Indians;  for  this  reason  it  is  very  imprudent  to  travel  alone,  and 
even  un-^afe  w"ith  a  less  number  than  four  or  six  men;  audit  requires 
an  outfit,  with  teams,  prorisions  (tc,  for  camp  life.  With  teams, 
outfits,  and  servants  he  has  traveled  three  times  to  the  places  of 
holdino-  his  courts,  which  to  the  nearest  in  the  second  District  is  about 
one  hundred  and  forty  miles;  and  to  that  in  the  third  District,  two 
hundred  and  sixty  miles  from  this  city.  These  things  in  the  opinion 
of  your  memorialists  deserve  the  most  favorable  consideration  ot 
your  honors. 

Your  memorialists  further  suggest,  that  in  their  opinion  the  la- 
borer is  worthy  of  his  hire,  and  that  those  who  refuse  to  labor  ought 
not  "to  eat  the  bread,  nor  wear  the  garments  of  the  laborer;"  and  if 
one  performs  the  labor  of  three,  while  the  two  wantonly  refuse  to 
discharij-e  their  duties,  he  ouicht  to  have  the  hire  of  the  three. 

Having  confidence  in  your  correct  sense  of  justice,  and  deeming 
it  but  an  act  of  justice  to  him,  we  send  you  this  memorial,  praying 
your  honors  to  grant  him  the  pay  of  the  three  Judges,  or  such  other 
^'■ompensation  as  in  your  opinion  justice  may  require.

Territoiy  arc  situated  in  the 
Great  Basin  of  North  America,  occupying  an  intermediate  position 
between  California  and  the  States  on  the  Mississippi,  and  being  shuc 
out  by  this  isolated  posiiion  from  a  ready  intercourse  with  their 
mother  States,  the  roads  passing  over  aiid  plains,  rough  and  desert 
raountiiins,  taking  a  term  of  thirly  days  in  tht;  best  seasons  of  the 
year  for  the  Mails  to  pass  through  from  the  coniines  of  civilization 
to  this  Territory;  and  considering  the  obstructions  ari-ing  from  storms, 
floods  and  tlie  depredations  oi  hostile  Indians,  all  combining  to  render 
our  means  of  iiitercourse  extremely  limited  and  precarious:  therefore, 
your  memorialists  respectfully  pray  your  honorable  body  to  provide 
for  the  construction  of  a  Telegraph  from  some  convenient  point  on 
the  Mississippi  or  Missouri,  via.  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  to  Sau

<;iGc  coast  as  your  wisdom  may  direct:  and  your  memorialists  res- 
pectfully beg  leave  to  state  their  sincere  conviction,  that  no  move-

Memorial  to  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of 

the  United  States  in  Congress  AsuemUed: 

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  pray  your  honorable  body  for  the 
construciiou   of  a  Military  Road  from  some  eligible  point  at  or   near 
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the  mouth  of  the  Platte  or  Nebraska  River,  by  way  of  Great  Salt 
Lake  City,  to  S-acramento,  Calirornia.  Your  mc-morialists  respect- 
fully represent  that  not  less  than  six  thousand  American  citizens 
liave  perished  on  tlie  routes,  between  the  Missouri  River,  find  the 
Gold  Mines,  within  the  last  four  years,  in  consequence  of  exposure, 
and  toil  from  crossing  rivers,  marshes,  mountains,  and  deserts.  Your 
memorialists  know  that  this  state  of  things  must  continue,  until  the 
•streams  are  bridged,  and  the  roads  made  passable  by  improvement. 
V/e  therefore  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  some  of  the  Corps  of  the 
United  Sates  Topographical  Engineers  be  employed  to  locate  said 
road  on  the  best  and  most  direct  route,  and  that  means  be  provided 
for  the  immediate  bridging  of  all  the  rivers,  M'hose  hit>h  waters  not 
unfrequently  stop  the  Emigrant  Companies  for  monti^s,  in  the  early 
part  ot  the  season,  thereby  rendering  a  safe  crossing  over  the  Sierra 
Nevada  extremely  doubtful  in  ihe  fall,  before  the  passes  of  the  mount- 
ains are  blocked  with  snov/.  We  would  further  suggest  that  as  a 
Military  v/ork  it  is  indi'^pensable  for  the  transportation  of  Troops  and 
Munitions  of  war  for  the  protection  of  the  Emigrants  in  the  Indian 
country,  a-i  v/ell  as  our  Western  frontier,  in  case  of  v/ar  with  any 
maratime  power,  to  say  nothing  of  the  impossiblity  of  transmitting 
Mails,  and  expresses,  in  the  seasons  cf  high  water.  Therefore  \our 
memorialists  respectfully  pray  for  the  appropriation  of  six  lumdred 
thousand  dollars  for  the  location,  working,  and  bridging  said  road, 
and  your  ?uemorialists,  will  ever  pray.

Whereas,  her  location  is  far  removed  from  any  ot]ier  inhabited  por- 
tion of  the  great  American  Union,  surrounded  by  extensive,  arid, 
and  trackless  deserts  and  mountain';,  capped  with  the  snows  of  a 
thous^md  v/intei's.  intcrvenin'^-  between  her  and  the  National  Cfipitol, 
and  denying  all  in*^ercourse  therewith,  except  a  few  months  in  the 
summer  season,  together  with  hordes  of  native  savages  on  every  hand, 
that  are  continually  annoying  the  trnveler  and  the  Mail,"  and  any 
communication  that  can  be  made,  is  liable  to  be  delayed  or  destroyed 
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hy  them  at  any  time,  insomuch  that  iho  oixicers  of  the  general 
Government  cannot  pass  lo  their  Territorial  posLs  wilhout  jeopard- 
ising- i.heir  properly  and  lives;  and, 

W/'eirc'S.  on  acL-oiint  of  a  non-intercourse  before  suggested,  the 
Territory  has  been  from  her  organizaiion  uniil  ihe  present,  time  with- 
out a  Supreme  bench,  and  fror.;  tlie  same  or  like  causes,  is  likely  tci 
continue  destitute  of  a  full  supply  of  her  Jwitional  Officers  for  a  long 
time  yet  lo  come,  tof>-eiher  \\\A\  the  uncertainty  of  those  offices 
being  supplied  wlien  once  filled,  on  account  ot  death,  sickness,  casu- 
alities,  Indian  depredations,  absence  &c.,  and  the  length  of  time  it 
will  t^ke  Government  to  renew  the  appointments;  and, 

W/icreay,  yon.r  memorialist  in  her  unp-irralleled  prosperity,  has 
more  than  doubled  her  permanent  inhabitants,  since  the  last  census, 
r.nd  will  probably  trebble  the  whole  during  the  present  season; 
leaving  her  li:t]e,  if  any.  behind  the  younger  sisters  of  the  Union 
in  point  of  numbers  at  the  time  of  their  espousals  by  the   Union.

mitted upon  the  persons  and  property  of  ihe  citizens,  by  the  various 
tribes  inhabiting  the  mountains;  and. 

Whereas,  it  was  found  necessary  to  repgl  such  depredations  by    an 
armed  force  of  refy'ularly  oro-anized  bodies   of  citizens   at  mueli  ex- 
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pense,  toil  and  hardship;  sometimes  in  the  depths  of  winter,  and 
sometimes  in  mid  summer,  at  a  time  when  oar  crops  should  be 
gathered  by  the  husbandman,  (which  in  many  instances  were  lost  by 
a  necessary  absence  and  neglect;)  and. 

Whereas,  the  Adjutant  General  of  this  Territory  has  made  a  full 
report  of  the  same,  together  with  the  necessary  expenditures  incur- 
red by  this  infant  colony,  to  the  War  Department  at  Washington 
City; 

Your  memorialists,  therefore,  respectfully  pray  your  honorable 
body  to  call  for  said  report,  and  to  appropriate  the  amount  therein, 
specified,  for  the  payment  of  those  who  were,  engaged  in  such  expe-

Though  time  honored  as  the  custom  is,  to  impose  strangers,  and  in 
one  respect  foreigners,  upoathe  citizens  of  distant  Provinces  and  Terri- 
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lories,  to  hold  the  reins  of  Gavernraent  over  them,  your  raereorialista 
cannot  but  regard  that  custom  as  an  iafrinyment  upon  the  rights  of 
self  government — a  relic  of  desputi-m,  and  directly  opposed  to  the 
genius  and  policy  of  Republican  institutions. 

Therefore,  your  memorialists  respectfidly  ask  your  honorable  body 
to  grant,  by  suitable  enactments,  to  this  Territory,  the  right  to  elect 
its  own  Officers  on  the  same  for  ting  with  the  States  already  admit- 
ted, and  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Whereas,  the  locality  of  Utah  Territory  is  such,  as  to  render  it  in- 
accessible to  the  Mail  from  Missouri  during  four  months  in  the  year, 
and  also,  for  a  peiiod  of  six  months  in  tiie  year,  it  is  inaccessible  to 
the  Mail  from  yacramento  and  Oregon,  by  wiy  of  Fort  Hall,  which 
are  the  only  available  Mail  E-outes  from  this  Territory  to  the  United 
States  nov/  in  use;  and. 

Whereas,  we  are  thereby  excluded  from  intercourse  with  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  other  nations,  during  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
year,  which  is  very  prejudicial  to  the  a,cquisition  of  timely  intelligence 
from  abroad  b}'  us  as  members  of  the  great  political    compact;  and, 

Whereas,  natural  facilities  do  exist  for  establishing  a  Mail  Route 
from  Great  Salt  Lake  City  to  San  Diego,  or  some  other  eligible  po- 
sition on  the  coast  of  the  Pacific  near  that  phice;  which  route  can  be 
traversed  without  any  serious  obstacles,  during  every  month  in  the 
year;  and  ample  supplies  of  the  most  nuitritious  grasses  are  at  all 
seasons  available  for  the  sustenance  of  animals;  and, 

Whereas,  cities  and  settlements  are  already  formed  on  this  latter 
route  at  the  distance  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  miles,  and 
other  settlements  are  prospectively  in  })reparation  to  be  formed,  still 
further  in  the  same  line  of  communication,  to  San  Bernardino,  sixty- 
miles  IS^orth- easterly  of  San  Diego;  therefore. 

We,  your  memorialists,  do  humbly  pray  Congress  to  establish  a 
Weekly  Mail  Route  from  Great  Salt  Lake  City  to  San  Diego,  and 
make  appropriations  suitable  to  effect  the  same.

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  w^ould  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable 
body.,  the  necessity  of  a  suitable  building  for  a  Territorial  Prison  in 
this  Territory,  which  no  doubt  will    greatly   tend   to  prevent  crime. 

Your  honorable  body  no  doubt  are  already  aware  that  frequentand 
multiplied  crimes  and  ofltnces  do  exist  in  this  Territory,  principally 
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In  consequence  of  the  immense  emigration  annually  passing  and  re 
passing  to  and  from  the   Pacific. 

Your  memorialists  are  in  the  belief  that  the  early  erection  of  a 
good  and  substantial  Prison  would  not  only  tend  to  prevent  crime, 
but  also  to  reform  the  offenders,  and  put  them  in  a  way  of  self  sup- 
port. 

Your  memorialists  are  also  aware,  (without  imposing  a  tax  entirely 
too  oppressive  for  an  infant  Territory)  the  finances  of  this  Territory, 
are  entirely  insufficient  for  the  erection  of  such  Prison. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  ask  your  honorable  body  to  appro- 
priate one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  Territorial 
Prison,  and  your  memorialists,  will   ever  pray.

ABSTRACT  OF  CONVENTION  MINUTES 

On  the  15th  March  1849,  the  Convention  appointed  the    following 
persons,  a  Committee  to  draft  a  Constitution  for  the  State  of  Deseret, 
viz:

JOHN  S.  FULLMER,  ERASTUS  SNOW. 

March  18th,  1849;  Albert  Carrington,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, reported  the  following  Constitution,  which  was  read,  and; 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE   OF    DESERET. 

PREAMBLE 

Whereas  a  large  number  of  Citizens  of  the  Uni'ed  States,  before,, 
and  since  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  emigra- 
ted to,  and  settled  in  that  portion  of  the  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  lying  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  in  the  Great  Interior 
Basin  of  Upper   California;  and, 

Whereas,  by  reason  of  said  treaty,  all  civil  organization,  origina- 
ting from  the  Republic  of  Mexico  became  abrogated;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  failed  to  provide 
a  form  of  Civil  Government  for  the  Territory  so  acquired,  or  any 
portion  thereof;   and, 

Whereas,  Civil  Government  and  Laws  are  necessary,  for  the  secu- 
rity, peace  and  prosperity  of  Society;  and, 

Whereas,  it  is  a  fundamental  principle  in  all  Republican  Govern- 
ments, that  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  People;  and  Gov- 
ernments instituted  for  their  protection,  security  and  benefit,  should 
emanate  from  the  same: 

Therefore,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  CONSTITUTION,  until  the  Congress  of  the  Uni- 
ted State.s  shall  otherwise  provide  for  the  Government  of  the  Terri- 
tory hereinafter  named  and  described,  by  admitting  us  into  the  Union. 
WE,  THE  PEOPLE,  Grateful  to  the  Supreme  Being  for  the  bless- 
ings hitherto  enjoyed,  and  feeling  our  dependence  on  Him  for  a  con- 
tinuation of  those  blessings,  no  ordain,  and  establish  a  free  and  in- 
dependent Government,  by  the  name  of  the  STATE  OF  DESE- 
RET; including  all  the  Territory  of  the  United  States,  within  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit:   Commencing  at  the   33°    North    Lati- 
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tude  where  it  crosses  the  108°,    Longitude,    West  of    Greenwich 
thence    running    South    and    West    to   the   Northern  boundary  of 
Mexico;  thence  West  to,    and  down   the  Main  Channel    of  the   Gila 
Iliver,  (or  the  Northern  line  of  Mexico,)  and  on  the  Northern  boun- 
dary of  Lower  California  to   the    Pacific  Ocean;  thence    along   tho 
Coast  North  Westerly  to  the  11 8"^,  30'    of   West   Longitude;  thence 
North  to  where  said  line  intersects  the  dividing  ridge    of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains;  thence  North  aloniif   the    Summit    of  the  Sierra 
I^evada  Mountains  to  the  dividing  range  of  Mountains,   that    separ- 
ate the  Waters  flowing  into  the   Columbia   River,   from    the   Waters 
running  into  the  Great   Basin;  thence  Easterly   along   the   dividing 
range  of  Mountains  that  separate  said    waters   flowing  into  the  Co- 
lumbia River  on  the  North,  from  the  waters  flowino-  into    the    Great 
Basin  on   the   South,  to  the    summit  of  the   Wind  River    Chain  of 
Mountains;  thence  South  East  and  South  by   the  dividing  range   of 
Mountains  that  separate  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
from  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  California,  to    the   place   of 
Beginning;  as  set  forth  in  a  map  drawn  by  Charles  Preuss,  and  pub- 
lished by  order  of  the  Senate  of  tho  United  States,  in  1848. 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 

The  powers  of  Governmentof  the  State  of  Deseret,  shall  be  divided 
into  three  distinct  departments;  viz,  Legislative,  Executive,  and  Ju« 
diciary. 

,      ARTICLE  SECOND. 

OF    THE    LEGISLATURE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Legislative  authority  of  this  State,  shall  be  vested  in 
a  General  Assembly,  consisting  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives; both  to  be  elected  by  the  people.  , 

Sec.  2.  The  Session  of  the  "General  Assembly,  shall  be  annual; 
and  the  first  Session  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  next;  and 
thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  of  December;  unless  the  Governor 
of  the  State  shall  convene  the  Assembly,  in  the  interim,  by  Proc- 
lamation. 

Sec.  3.  The  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  biennially,  by  the  qualified  Electors  of  their  respective  Dis- 
tricts, on  the  first,  Monday  in  August;  whose  term  of  office  shall  con- 
tinue tAvo  years  from  the  day  of  the  General  Election. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  25  years;  the  same  to  be  a 
free,  white,  male  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  an  inhabitant  ©f 
this  State,  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  his  election,  and  a  resi- 
dent of  the  District  or  County  30  days  next  preceding  his  election; 
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and   have     at   his  election,    aii    actual    residence    in    the    District 
he  may  be  chosen  to  represent. 

iSec.  3.  Senators  sluiil  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at 
the  same  time  and  place  of  Representatives;  they  shall  be  thirty 
years  of  age;  and  possess  the  qualifications  of  Representatives,  as  to 
residence  and  Citizenship. 

Sec  6.  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one  third, 
nor  more  than  one  half  of  the  Representatives;  and,  at  the  first  Ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  after  this  Constitution  takes  effect, 
the  Senate  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into  two 
classes;  the  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class,  shnll  be  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  two  years,  so  that  one  half  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  elected  biennially. 

Sec.  7.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  Officers;  and  judge  of 
the  qualification,  election,  and  retuin  of  its  own  Members;  and  con- 
tested elections  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  hereaf- 
ter be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  A  majority,  in  each  house,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  Members,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalty,  as  each  house  may  provide. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  a 
Branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  a  free  and  independent  Govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  10.  Each  Member  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  privileged 
from  civil  arrest,  during  any  Session,  and  in  going  to,  and  returning 
from  the  same. 

Sec.  11.  Neither  house  shall,  Avithout  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days;  nor  to  any  other  place,  than  that 
in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 

Sec.  li.  The  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  Session,  provide  for  an 
enumeration  of  the  white  Inhabitants,  and  an  apportionment  for  the 
Senators  and  Representatives. 

Sec.  13.  Each  Member  of  the  Assembly  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  State;  and  Members  shall  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  admin- 
ister said  oath,  or  affirmation,  to   each  other. 

Sec.  14.  The  Veto  power  of  the  Governor,  shall  be  allowed  by 
'the  A.ssembly,  except  on  Bills,  which  when  reconsidered,  shall  be 
again  passed  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  those  present;  and  any 
Bill  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  shall  be  returned  within  ten  days,  (Sun- 
days excepted,)  with  his  objections;  otherwise  it  shall  become  a  law; 
unless  the  Assembly,  by  adjournment,  prevent  its  return. 

Sec,  1 .5.  Every  law  passed  by  the  Assembly,  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  due  publication  by  Authority. 
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Sec.  16.  Tlie  voters  of  this  State,  may  elect,  at  the  first  Election 
not  exceeding  17  Senators,  and  35  Representatives. 

ARTICLE  THIRD.  '  ■' 

OF    THE    EXECUTIVE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor, 
who  shall  hold  his  ofhce  for  four  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor 
ahall  be  elected  at  the  same  lime,  and  for  the  same  term,  who  shall 
be  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  2.  JSfo^person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or 
Lieutenant  Governor,  who  has  not  been  a  Citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  a  rei-ident  of  this  State,  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  and  attained  the  age  ol  35  years,  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Mili- 
tia, Navy,  and  all  the  Armies  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  transact  all  Executive  business  with  the  offi- 
cers of  Government;  Civil  and  Military;  and  may  require  informa- 
tion in  writing  from  the  officers  of  tie  Executive  Department,  upon 
any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  5.     He  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  office  shall,  from  auy  cause,  become,  vacant, 
and  no  mode  is  presci-ibed  by  the  Constiiution  and  laws  for  filling 
such  vacancy,  the  Governor  shall  hive  power  to  iill  such  vacancy, 
by  granting  a  commission,  v.diich  shall  expire,  when  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  due  course  of  law. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  also  have  power,  to  convene  the  General  As- 
sembly, by  Proclamation,  when  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the 
State  require  it. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  communicate  by  Message  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, at  every  Session,  the  condition  of  the  State;  and  recom- 
mend such  matters  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  of  disao-reement  in  the  General  Assemblv.  with 
regard  to  the  'ime  of  adjournment,  the  Governor  shall  have  power 
to  dissolve  the  Session  by  Proclamation. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall,  while  holding  any  lucrative  office  un- 
der the  United  States,  or  this  State,  execute  the  office  of  Governor, 
except  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  Governor  shal!  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
pardons,  and  commute  punishments  after  conviction;  except  in  cases 
of  impeachment. 

Sec.  12.  The  Governor  shall  receive,  for  his  services,  such  com- 
pen-iation  as  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  13.  There  shall  be  a  Seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept 
hy  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially;  and  shall  be  called 
Great  Seal  of  the  state  of  Desebet. 
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Sec.  14.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Deseret;  sealed  with  the 
Great  Seal  of  this  Siate,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  15.  A  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  Electors,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  Registry  of  all  the  official 
acts  of  the  Governor,  and  shall  when  required,  lay  the  same,  together 
■with  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers,  relative  thereto,  before  either 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  other  du- 
ties as  shall  be  assigned  him  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  of  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers, 
and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor,, 
until  such   disability  shall  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

OF    THE    JUDICIARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court, 
and  such  inferior  courts,  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  from  time 
to  time  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice,  and 
two  Associates,  either  two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  to  hold 
Courts. 

Sec.  3.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  joint 
vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold  their 
Courts  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  direct; 
and  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  throughout  the  State,  and  shall 
exercise  such  other  Jurisdictions  and  appellate  powers,  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  the  State  of  Deseret, 
and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
State. 

ARTICLE  FIFTH. 

OF    ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  Accounts,  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors,  as  provided  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 
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Sec.  2.  The  returns  of  every  Election  for  Governor,  Lieutenant 
"Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  shall  be  seal- 
-ed  up,  and  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Seat  of  Government,  directed 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  who  shall,  during 
the  first  week  of  the  Session,  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence 
of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  persons,  receiving 
a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  for  their  respective  offices,  shall 
be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Treasurer,  an  i  Auditor,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State;  which  oath  or 
affirmation,  shall  be  administered  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  Election  for  Members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  other  Officers  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  next,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  Public  Meetings, 
in  the  diiferent  Districts  and  Settlements;  at  which  time  and  place, 
the  qualified  voters  shall  vote  for,  or  against  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution;  and,  if  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes,  shall  be  in  favor 
of  its  adopiioa,  the  same  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  said  Elect- 
ion. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Elections,  the  quali- 
fied electors  shall  organize  the  polls  by  appointing  two  Judges,  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  quadfy  each  other,  and  appoint  two  suitable 
persons,  as  Clerks;  and  said  Judges  shall,  at  the  close  of  said  Elect- 
ion, seal  up  the  number  of  votes  so  cast,  and  forthwith  transmit  them 
to  the  President  of  this  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  The  returns  of  the  first  Election,  herein  provided  for, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Chairman  of  this  Convention;  who,  together 
with  the  two  Secretaries,  shall  proceed  immediately  to  open  said  re- 
turns, and  count  the  votes;  upon  ascertaining  the  persons  receiving 
a  majority  of  votes,  they  shall  forthwith  notify  them  of  their  elect- 
ion. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  Session,  provide 
by  law,  a  general  system  of  Election  for  Officers,  under  this 
Constitution;  and  such  other  Officers  as  may  be  hereafter  created  by 
law.  .     ... 

Sec.  8.     The  manner  of  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at  Great  Salt  Lake 
City;  which  place  shall  be  the  Seat  of  Government,  until  otherwise 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  All  white  male  residents  of  this  State,  over  the  age  of 
twenty  one  years,  shall  have   the   privilege   of  voting   at  the  first 
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Election  and  adoption  of  this  Constitution:  Provided,  Ihat  no  per- 
son in  the  Military,  Naval  or  Marine  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  State,  by  being  stationed  in  any 
Garrison,  Barrack,  Military,  or  Naval  place,  or  Station  'within  this 
State;  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  law. 

ARTICLE  SIXTH. 

OF    MILITIA. 

Sec.  1.  The  Militia  of  this  State  shall  be  composed  of  all  able  bo-^ 
died,  w^hite  male  Citizens,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty 
five  years,  except  such  as  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempt,  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State;  and  shall  be  armed, 
equipped,  and  trained,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide  by 
law. 

Sec.  2.  All  Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Militia,  (Staff  Officers 
excepted,)  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  liable  to  perform  Military 
duty;  and  all  Commissioned  Officers  shall  be  Commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

ARTICLE  SEVENTH. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Sec.  1.  If  at  any  time  the  General  Assembly  shall  deem  it  nec- 
essary, ahd  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Stjite,  that  this  Constitution 
should  be  revised,  altered,  or  amended;  the  Assembly  shall  cause 
such  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments,  to  be  published,  in  the 
same  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  the  publication  ot  the  Statutes; 
and  appoint  a  day,  not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  the  elect- 
ors of  the  Commonwealth  to  assemble  in  their  several  precincts,  and 
vote  for,  or  against  said  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments;  and 
if  a  majority  of  said  electors  shall  vote  m  favor  of  said  revisions, 
alterations,  or  amendments,  the  same  shall  thereafter  become  parts, 
and  parcels  of  this  Constitution:  otherwise  this  Constitution  shall 
remain  unaltered. 

ARTICLE   EIGHTH. 

DECLARATION    OF    RIGHTS. 

Sec.  1.  In  Republican  Governments,  all  men  should  be  born 
equally  free  and  independent,  and  possess  certain  natural,  essential, 
and  inalienable  rights;  among  which,  are  those  of  enjoying  and  de- 
fending their  life  and  liberty;  acquiring,  possessing  and  protecting 
property;  and  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their   safety   and    happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people;  and  all  free 
governments  are  founded  in  their  authority,  and  instituted  for  their 
benefit;  Therefore,  they  have  an  inalienable  and  indefeazible  right  to 
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iastitute  Government;  and  to  alter,  reform,  and  totally  change  the 
same,  when  their  safety,  happiness,  and  the  public  good  shall  re- 
quire it. 

Sec.  3.  All  men  shall  have  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  to 
worship  God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences;  and 
the  General  Asstmb'y  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establish- 
ment of  Religion,  or  of  prohibi.ing  the  Tree  exercise  thereof,  or  dis- 
turb any  person  in  his  religious  worship  or  sentiments;  provided  he 
does  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  nor  obstruct  others  in  their  re- 
ligious worship:  and  all  persons,  demeaning  themselves  peaceably,  as 
good  members  of  the  Stale,  shall  be  equally  under  the  protection  of 
the  laws;  and  no  subordination  or  preference  of  any  one  sect  or  de- 
nomination to  another,  shall  ever  be  established  by  law;  nor  shall 
any  religious  test  be  ever  required  for  any  office  of  trust  under  this 
State. 

Sec.  4.  Any  citizen  of  this  State,  who  may  hereafter  be  engaged, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  a  duel,  either  as  principal,  or  acces- 
sory before  the  fact,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  un- 
der the  Constitution,  and  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5.     Every  person  may  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sentiments, 
on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right:  and  no 
law  shall  be  passed  to  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the    press. 
Sec.  6.     The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,    pa- 
pers, and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures. 

Sec.  7.  Tho  rio-ht  of  trial  by  Jury  shall  remain  inviolate;  and  all 
criminals  shall  be  heard  by  self,  or  counsel;  at  their  own  election. 

Sec.  8.  All  penalties  and  punishments  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  offence;  and  all  offences  before  conviction,  shall  be  bailable;  ex- 
cept capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption 
great. 

Sec.  9.  The  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended 
unless  in  case  of  rebellion,  or  invasion,  or  the  public  safety  shall  re- 
quire it. 

Sec.  10.  Treason  against  this  State,  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  or  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort. 

Sec.  11.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  bill  of  attainder, 
or  Ex  Post  Facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts  to 
hinder  the  execution  of  justice. 

Sec.  12.  The  laws  shall  not  be  suspended,  but  by  the  Legislative, 
or  Executive  authority. 

Sec.  13.  The  right  of  petition,  by  the  people,  shall  be  preserved 
inviolate. 

Sec.  14.  The  right  of  citizens,  to  keep  and  bear  arms,  for  com- 
mon defence,  shall  not  be  questioned. 
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iSee.  15.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use,  with* 
out  just  compensation. 

Sec.  16  No  standing  army  shall  be  kept  up,  in  time  of  peace, 
and  the  Military  shall  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  be  in  strict  sub- 
ordination to  civil  power. 

Sec.  17.  The  enumeration  of  certain  rights  shall,  not  be  con- 
strued to  impair,  nor  deny  others,  retained  by  the  People.

PASSED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  JAN.    15,    1850. 

Sec.  1.  Be  ii  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  th^ 
State  of  Deseret,  That  a  State  Road  Commissioner  shall 
How  elected,  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified;  who  shall  take  an  oath,  and  give  bond 
with  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  •  duties 
of  his  office;  Avhich  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  grant 
a  State  road,  from  one  given  point  to  another,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  State  Road  Commissioner  to  institute  a  ' 
speedy  survey  for  said  road,  on  the  most  feasible  and 
.practicable  route,  having  special  reference  to  public  con- 
venience, utility,  and  durability;  showing  distances,  alti- 
tude of  hill,  soils,  rivers,  ravines,  and  all  such  like  in- 
formation relating  to  cCnvenierce,  and  expense,  &c., 
with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  to  the  Governor,  who,  with 
the  Commissioner,  shall  decide  on  the  location  of  said 
road,  and  all  such,  and  other  maps  and  reports;  and 
maps,  and  reports,  of  all  surveys  made  by  the  State 
Road  Commissioner,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Sec.  3.     If  it  shall  appear  evident  that   there  is   but

by  himself  or  predecessors  in  office,  yet  remaining  un- 
completed, and  draw  upon  the  Public  Trea-ury  for  such 
money  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  granted  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  for  the  payment  of  said  contracts;  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  sums  of  money  by  him  received, 
and  how  expended,  and  make  a  true  report  of  the  same, 
on  or  before  the  hrst  of  December  of  each  year  to  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.

Any  person  feeling  him  or  herself  damaged  by  Dama?ej  tmT 
the  opening  of  any  such  road,  through  or  across  their  ^*"'*''' 
premises,  may  have  the  same  appraised  by  three  judi- 
cious men,  who  shall,  in  calculating  such  damages,  also 
consider  the  benefit  accruing  to  said  premises  in  consider- 
ation of  said  road,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  premises, 
through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  are  damaged  more 
han  benefited  by  the  same,  the  owners  thereof  may    re- 
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cover  the  same  by  appeal  to  the  County  Courts,  all   such 
amounts  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Public  Treasury.
